W HEN the kidney ii not firmly 
fastened in its norm al position 
and, thus, m ay move about, the 
condition is known as floating kid­ 
ney. The scientific nam e for it is 
nephroptosis. 
N ephroptosis is not a disorder 
which alw ays requires tre a tm e n t 
When it does, the treatm en t needed 
will depend on the sym ptom s pro­ 
duced by the floating kidney. 
The usual sym ptom s of floating 
kidney consist of pain in the back, 
frequent em ptying of the bladder, 
pain on em ptying the bladder and 
urination a t n ig h t 
Sometimes not only is the kidney 
movable and out of position but 
infection or stones also m ay be 
presen t Then the sym ptom s are 
much worse and there m ay be a 
great deal of pain and discom fort. 
It is not uncommon in floating 
kidney to have such sym ptom s as 
sickness of the stom ach, vom iting 
and excessive gas form ation as 
well as pains in the abdomen. 
Often the symptoms m ay seem to 
have no relation to the urinary 
organs. 
Now and then the kidney may 
become tw isted, blocking the ure­ 
ter which leads from the kidney to 
the 
bladder. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
tw isting of the kidney may inter­ 
fere w ith the circulation of blood 
to it. In such cases, the kidney may

The 
symptoms of nausea, vom iting and 
gas form ation are probably due to 
the fact th a t the movement of the 
kidney disturbs ths sym pathetic 
nervous system. 
An exam ination of the urine is 
not of a great deal of help in m ak­ 
ing a diagnosis of floating kidney 
except in those instances when 
there is some infection or stones 
present. It is possible to feel the 
kidney through the back. T his is 
known as palpation of the kidney 
and when carried out in different 
bodily positions it is useful in m ak­ 
ing a diagnosis of nephroptosis. 
However, the most certain diag­ 
nosis can be made by means of the 
X -rav. A solution through which 
the X -rays do not pass is put into 
the pelvis of the kidney. Then 
X-rays are taken with the patient 
first lying on his abdomen, then in 
a aemi-erect position, and finally in 
an erect position. Once th s diag­ 
nosis has been made, treatm en t can 
be decided upon. 
In severe cases, an operation is 
perform ed and the kidney fixed 
firmly in its norm al position. If 
the sym ptom s produced by the 
floating kidney are not severe, and 
there is no infection or stones pres­ 
ent, the w earing of a supporting
